DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The Declaration filed on 10/13/10 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to overcome 
the Callan reference. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-16 and 20-27 (as provided in the claims filed 3/5/10) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Examiner 
was unable to find prior art teaching a fork lift truck comprising a truck body; a lift 
mechanism connected to the body by a vertically extending pivot and means for turning 
the lift relative to the body to steer the truck; an arm extending from the body with a 
remote end of the arm coupled to the pivot assembly, wherein the arm distances the lift 
from the truck body; wherein the truck has a pair of rear ground engaging wheels on 
transverse axes without drive means and the lift mechanism only has a single ground 
engaging wheel, to which the sole drive means is connected. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
